In an important ruling on May 27, 1919, 
the Federal Trade Commission held that floor 
coverings made of felt paper saturated with 
asphaltum, with a pattern painted upon the 
surface, are not linoleum, and that their sale 
under the name "Linoleum," "Felt Base Lino- 
leum," "Enamelled Linoleum," "New Process 
Linoleum," etc., deceives and misleads the 
public, and hence is a violation of the Act of 
Congress approved September 2G, 1914.

The Commission finds that the word, "lino- 
leum," has a definite meaning, and may only 
properly he used to describe a lloor covering 
composed of oxidized oil and gums intimately 
mixed with ground cork or wood Hour, 
pressed on a suitable fabric hack, usually 
burlap. The Commission further held that 
inasmuch as felt paper floor coverings are 
not linoleum, such products must not be de- 
scribed, advertised or sold as linoleum. 



REMEMBER THIS ABOUT 
LINOLEUM 

In inlaid linoleum the colors and patterns 
go clear through to the burlap back, and 
therefore wear as long as the goods last. This 
is also true of plain linoleum. 

Printed linoleum is a plain brown linoleum 
with a pattern painted upon the surface. In 
time this surface decoration wilt naturally 
become obliterated by wear, but the linoleum 
itself will remain and give many years of 
service after the pattern has disappeared.

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DIRECTIONS FOR 

HANDLING AND 
LAYING LINOLEUM 

BLAB ON Art Linoleums are floor cover- 
ings made upon a burlap base and are 
composed of linseed oil, powdered 
cork, kauri gum, rosin, coloring matter and 
other ingredients, and are absolutely free 
from adulterants or offensive smelling chem- 
icals. They are sanitary and easily kept 
clean, and if properly laid, are noiseless, re- 
silient, and comfortable to walk upon. The 
surface of linoleum being impervious to 
water and ordinary stains, it makes a hand- 
some and smoothly finished floor, that under 
ordinary circumstances will wear indefinitely. 

HOW TO UNLOAD LINOLEUM 

"When unloading linoleum special care 
should be taken not to allow the cased goods 
to fall from the cars to the railroad platform, 
or even to fall from an upright position to 
the floor, as such treatment is almost certain 
to crack the linoleum in several places. Rough 
handling by employees of transportation 
companies is the cause of frequent damage. 

In cold weather, especially, linoleum be- 
comes hard and brittle, and if unrolled or 
dropped in that condition is very apt to 
crack. When received during the winter 
months linoleum should be kept in a tempera- 
ture of seventy degrees for at least forty- 
eight hours before it is safe to unroll. 

The correct method of unpacking linoleum 
is to carefully place the case on its side, re- 
move the cross boards, also any protruding 
nails, and slide the goods out of the case. 
The roll should then be lifted into an upright 
position and kept standing on end. These 
directions apply only to goods two yards 
wide. Linoleum four yards wide must of 
necessity be kept lying flat, care being taken 
not to pile heavy merchandise upon the roll. 

HANDLING LINOLEUM IN 
WAREHOUSES AND STORES 

Careless and stupid handling of linoleum 
in warehouses and stores is the cause of 
numerous unjust claims against the manufac- 
turers. Standing the goods against leaky 
steam radiators or pipes, storing same in 
damp and moldy cellars, placing the linoleum 
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where it is apt to be bumped against and 
torn by hand trucks, or where it is liable to 
become spattered by dripping oil or grease, 
allowing employees to sit or stand upon part 
of a roll that happens to be lying on the floor, 
are only a few of the many causes of dam- 
age. 

The proper method is to keep the goods 
standing on end in a warm, dry place, and 
those entrusted with its care should be in- 
structed how to unroll, cut and handle the 
same. Knives specially made for cutting 
linoleum may be easily procured. 

Constant unrolling and rerolling when cut- 
ting off various lengths tend to loosen the 
roll and to make it more likely to flatten out 
and become broken. It should be kept tightly 
rolled at all times. 

Throwing down rolls of linoleum from an 
upright position to the floor, while easier for 
the person handling the goods, should be 
strictly prohibited. 

SUGGESTIONS FOR LAYING 

The life of linoleum is greatly diminished 
and its smooth appearance frequently spoiled 
by careless or improper laying. Such trouble 
can easily be avoided by observing the fol- 
lowing simple directions: 

First, whatever method of laying is used, 
it is of the utmost importance when cutting 
linoleum to allow from one-half to a full inch 
more than is needed on all sides for possible 
contraction or expansion, and the cut lengths 
should be left lying loose on the floor for 
ten days or two weeks. Before fastening the 
pieces down, it is advisable to cut the goods 
a trifle shorter than the required length — say 
about one-eighth to one-quarter of an inch — 
to allow for expansion, as linoleum often 
"crawls" when laid out flat after having been 
rolled up for a long time. Failure to observe 
this precaution may cause the goods to buckle 
and crack. 

USUAL METHOD EMPLOYED 

The usual method of laying linoleum over 
wood floors is to fasten it down along the 
seams and around the edges with No. 18, 
%-ineh brads, spaced about three inches 
apart. Carpet tacks should never be used, 
as they are unsightly. Linoleum will wear 
better if the floor is planed perfectly level, 
and the holes and wide cracks filled, as an 
irregular floor surface will cause excess wear 
on the uneven places and may cause the goods 
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to break. The floor must also be free from 
dampness, as this causes the linoleum to 
bulge, and if there is an excess of moisture, 
the burlap backing is liable to be injuriously 
affected. 

A better method of laying linoleum is to 
fasten it to the floor with any of the standard 
makes of water-proof cement, manufactured 
specially for this purpose. These prepara- 
tions are a combination of chemicals which 
produce a liquid glue with minimum quick- 
drying and maximum toughness as its prin- 
cipal properties. The cement should be ap- 
plied with an ordinary paint brush along the 
seams and edges, and the linoleum rolled 
down thoroughly with a long handled cast 
iron roller such as is used for lawns. The 
roller should be run over the seams repeatedly 
until they are even and perfectly smooth. 
This not only takes the roll out of the lino- 
leum but assists in placing it in position. 
Roll from the center to the edges, this will 
force out any air which may collect under it 
and prevent air bubbles or blisters. After 
the goods have been laid in place, they should 
be weighted down with bricks, sand bags or 
pieces of iron placed along the seams and 
edges, and left for at least twenty-four hours. 

Undoubtedly the most satisfactory method 
is to cement the entire back of the linoleum 
to the floor, not merely the seams and edges. 
When adopting this method it is best to coat 
both the back of the linoleum and the floor 
with cement, and as soon as the cement has 
started to set, put the linoleum in place. 
The entire surface must then be uniformly 
weighted down until the cement has set. For 
this purpose canvas hags filled with sand are 
frequently used. 

Where a concrete floor is to be covered it 
is necessary that it be smooth, free from par- 
ticles of dirt, and perfectly dry. It is also 
most important to allow the linoleum to rest 
on the floor for at least two weeks before 
any attempt is made to accurately fit it. By 
this is meant that the goods should be cut 
full — allowed to curve up against the walls 
from one-half to a full inch around the room. 
Furthermore, the seams should be lapped 
slightly, care being taken with figured pat- 
terns not to lap them enough to spoil the 
symmetry of the design. After all shrinkage 
or expansion has ceased, fit the linoleum 
closely and cement it down with waterproof 
cement, covering the entire back. As previ- 
ously explained, the linoleum must be uni- 
formly weighted down over the entire surface 
until the cement has set thoroughly. 
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An approved method of laying Cork Car- 
pet, Plain or Inlaid Linoleum, is to cement it 
securely over a layer of builders' felt. Un- 
saturated building felt of good quality, weigh- 
ing one and one-half pounds to the square 
yard, should be pasted to the entire floor, 
using a special linoleum paste of good qual- 
ity. The paste should be applied to the back 
of the felt and the felt rolled smooth. 

Not less than twenty-four hours after the 
felt has been pasted in place the linoleum 
should be laid over the felt strips in the op- 
posite direction, applying linoleum paste to 
the entire surface with the exception of a 
space five or six inches in width along the 
edges and at the joints, which space should 
be left bare for a later application of water- 
proof cement. Boll with an iron roller until 
all air blisters are smoothed out. All seams, 
edges and joints should be weighted down 
with pressed bricks, sand bags or other suit- 
able weights for not less than twenty-four 
hours. Any cement coming in contact with 
the surface of the linoleum should be removed 
with alcohol at once. 

In buildings under construction the lino- 
leum should be temporarily protected against 
abuse by covering it with a heavy building 
paper, or similar material, as sand and gravel 
adhering to workmen's shoes may scratch the 
surface of the goods. 

Ordinarily a gallon of cement will be suffi- 
cient for twelve square yards of linoleum if 
the entire back is coated; while the same 
quantity will be enough for aboul twenty- 
five square yards if only the seams and edges 
arc fastened down. 

Linoleum cements that contain water glass 
(sodium silicate) should be avoided because 
where such adhesives are used there is always 
danger that the presence of moisture may set 
up a chemical action that will be injurious 
(<> the linoleum. 

Detailed specifications for laying linoleum, 
table of grades, gauges and weights of Malum 
Art Linoleums will be sent upon application. 

HOW TO CLEAN AND PRESERVE 
LINOLEUM 

Blabon Art Linoleums will wear indefi- 
nitely and will always look fresh and clean 
if properly treated and not abused as is fre- 
quently done through carelessness and igno- 
rance. They should he washed or scrubbed 
with hike-warm water and a good soap con- 
taining no free alkali. Linseed oil soap is 
highly recommended. Soaps that contain 
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soda, lye, potash, or any strong scouring 
soaps, abrasives, or quick-cleaning prepara- 
tions, should never be used under any circum- 
stances, as they will ruin the surface of the 
goods. 

Plain or inlaid linoleum should be polished 
the same as a parquet floor at least ouce a 
month with a good polish made of wax and 
pure oils that are absolutely free from acids. 
There are several good makes of wax on the 
market. If cared for in this manner the life 
of linoleum will be prolonged and the bright- 
ness of the colors retained. 

A good method of preserving printed lino- 
leum is to give the surface of the goods a 
coat of good varnish or white shellac. This 
will brighten the appearance of linoleum and 
make it easier to clean. 

Where heavy furniture is used, dome- 
shaped metal or glass shoes should be sub- 
stituted for casters, as the usual small metal 
casters cause undue wear and may cut 
through the linoleum. Glass shoes are made 
in several sizes, have a similar shank to that 
on a regular caster, and will fit into the same 
sockets. If glass or metal shoes are not ob- 
tainable, rubber tips placed on the legs of 
heavy furniture will answer the same pur- 
pose.
